It is tho barent truism to say that wonder. 
fal attontion to minute detail- causes mach 
of the interest.that is always felt in a 


country was much pleasanter than mine, 
but yet.1 -had-not the least inclination to 
remove ; for as 1 was fixed in my habit. 
tion, it became natural ‘to me,” the charins 
of home now taking the place of the hops 
of seoing other human creatures, Another 
mistake occurs where: he is: made. to speak 
of the religious thoughts which came over’ 
bim; ‘and. this is the more remarkable 
because Defoe had obviously given xreat 
attention to thia part of the book. Robin- 
son Orusoe, it may be remembered, when 
il from ‘the aguo, bas a dream which 
frightens him much and in telling of his 
feeliige on awaking he saya:—‘*I had, 
alas, no divine knowledge; what I had 
received by the good instruction of my 
father wos then worn out by an uniater- 
rupted sories (for eight years) of svafaring 
wickedness,” “ and { was all that the moat 
hardened, unthinking, wicked creature 
among our common failors oan be suppgsed 
‘to be; not having the least sonse, either of 
-the fear of God ia danger, or of thankfulness 
to God in deliverances.” [t ia strange 
that Defoe, when writing tliis ‘impressive 
passago.ehould have forgotten that be had 
made “Orutoe say, after describing the 
manner in- which he waa firat washed on 
shore, that directly he found bimself safe 
he began to look up and thank Providence 
that his life was saved. j 

Men ‘sre, howevér, not always consistent, 

en they speak of these grave subjects, 
and It. may be said that the other errora 
‘which have been pointed out are not greater 
than such as might be found in areal narra- 
tive, inasmuch as-people when recounting 
the facta of their ilves are apt to mix up 
dates and to be forgetful in other ways. 
But it may be doubted whether this argu- 
ment would apply to some at loast of 
the mistakes which*have been mentioned, 
That respecting the ink, for instance,

fder Selkirk “if he had been capable of 


recording what happened to him. A man 
who had been le(t-in utter solitude would 
recollect whether at firat he had ink to 
write with or not, and at all events could 
not prodice  joursal after saying that ink 
Was wanting to him.

many: things, notwithstanding all that E 
had amassed together, and of these that of 
ink was one; a8 also spade, piok-axe, and 
shovel to-dig or. remove the earth,” He ia 
guilty of an equally fatal slip in speaking 
of. the killing of the goat, which haa 
interested almoat every boy who could read, 
and’ would indeed’ kave‘been avery im- 
portant incident to a real castaway, as 
showing how food was to be obtained. In 
the part of the book. which precedes the 
journal, Robingon Crusoe describes very 
minutely the manner in which he stalked 
and shot-the goat and how: the kid stayed 
by the body, and adds :—* When I carried 
the old one with me upon my shoulders, the 
‘kid followed me quite to my inclosure ; 
upon which I laid down the dam and took 
the kid in my,arms, and carzied it over my 
ale,” Here everything is very precise ; 
at, alas! in the journal where all the 
dates are given, it appears that the goat 
was killed on October 8st, when Robingon. 
Crasce had beon:s month on: the inland, 
and thatthe pale of posts and cables, of 
-which so much is ssid in the book, was not 
begun until January 3 in the next year, It 
is also curious that this fence or pale, sure 
peeprnsd that enclosure which, with its tent 
adjacent cave, haa seemed to so man:

lives)" Now, how a man almost unable to 
atand or speak from exhaustion could be 
80 invigorated by a little rum and bread as 
to be torthwith ationg enough to cut in 
pieces 8, couple of tongh savages passes 
comprehension, Meré inaccuracy and for- 
getfulness, such as are often'to be found in 
real narratives, would not produce a marvel 
of this kind, and the curious error is a 
strong proof of the difficulty of avoiding in 
fiction mistakes which would never be 
made by one who -was ‘ryiig to describe 
what he had himself witnessed. mt 

It is hardly necessary to say that the con- 
tradictions in Robinson Crusoe have been 
spoken of without any intention of attempt- 
ing to depreciate that wonderful work, 
which indeed as a whole is almost above. 
attack, As we said at the. ontaet, our 
object in pointing out the mistakes in thia 
ever-popular story has been to show the 
immense difficulty of writing consistent 
fictlon, from the fact that in ons of the best 
‘fictions ever written several discrepancies 
are to be found, —Saturday Review.
